The 
idea  of  “seeing  the  elephant"  takes 
possession  of  not  a few  of  them, 
who  would  be  ashamed  of  sueh  con 
duct  at  home,  for  scarcely  any  place 
is  too  forbidding  for  them  to  enter 
and  *‘go  the  whole  bog;”  and  ‘some 
who  read  these  lines  knowjfull  wd 
what  that  “whole  hog”  means,  in 
the  way  of  theaters,  diink  holes, 
gambling  dens,  ele.  it  i.  a fact  that 
nearly  all  of  the  ‘‘painting  reii” 
and  rowdyism  of  our  towns  and 
country  places  has  been  largely  the 
product  of  notions  imbibed  and  les- 
sons learned  In  large  cities,  and 
mostly,  too,  on  great  occasions.

Gall,  David  Stowe  and  others,  de 
serve  mention  in  connection  with 
the  progress  of  Sunday  Schools  in 
Scotland.  One  of  the  most  thor 
oughly  systematic  Sunday  School 
workers  I have  ever  known  is  Mr. 
Robert  Tweed,  of  Rodney,  Miss.,  a 
Stotcb  Presbyterian.  It  is  often 
said,  hy  way  of  pleasantry,  that  a 
Presbyterian  minister  is  never 
found  where  he  cannot  go  In  his 
buggy.  Yet  it  is  true  that  where- 
ever  you-  find  a Presbyterian 
church,  you  fit:d  also  either  a Sun- 
day School  or  the  thorough  private 
training  of  the  children  in  tbe  de- 
nominational doctrines. 

The  children  are  drilled  in  the 
Westminster  Catechism,  and  its 
doctrines  are  theirs  for  life,  and 
they  can  readily  tell  the  “chiet  end 
of  man,”  or  give  a definition  of  tbe 
divine  decrees,  or  of  any  of  the 
great  doctrinea  of  the  Bible.  This 
is  admirable,  for  if  we  believe  these 
great  truths,  we  should  instill  them 
into  tbe  minds  of  our  children. 

Sunday  School  work  in  the  Uni- 
ted States  began  in  Lancaster  coun- 
ty, Penn.,  in  1740,  but  was  not 
prosecuted  to  any  extent  until  Jan- 
uary, 1701,  at  which  time  the  Phil- 
adelphia Society  for  the  Support 
and  Institution  of  First  Day,  or 
Sunday  Schools,  was  founded.  This 
society  was  composed  of  different 
denominations,  including  the  So 
ciety  of  Friends,  or  Quakers.  Its 
constitution  required  that  the  in- 
struction given  in  its  schools  should 
I be  “confined  to  reading  and  writing 
from  the  Bible,  and  such  other  mor- 
al and  religious  books  as  sbe  soolstv 
may  direct.” 

The  New  York  Sunday  School 
Union  was  instituted  in  1816;  the 
Philadelphia  Sunday  and  Adult
